My Grandfather's Pastorate by Albert Sloan 


Mr. Chairman, and Friends of dear old Prosperity 


I count myself happy indeed to be an attendant at this historic old 
place, and on this joyful occasion, but it is with reluctance that I 
come before you as a speaker, rather than a listener. You will see 
from the Program handed you on entering this sacred old building that 
another than myself was to take this hour and the subject of His 
Fathers Pastorate, but it was not possible that he could be here, and 
some one else had to be substituted, of which I am it. Allow me 

just here to express for my Uncle his sincere regrets in being kept 
away, and he tells me to say to you that he is here in thought and 
spirit if not in person. He kept dates both for May and July open 
that he might be here but pre-arranged dates for August, is the 

only thing that kept him away. 

This having been, said, I am quite as much disappointed as this 
vast audience, and I suspect you will be more so when I am thru. 

Were it not for the veneration with which I hold for my Sainted 
Grandfather, and the inability of the Committee to get some one 

else to represent him, I would be a listener just now, for you all, 
or most of you know that I am a dispenser of tacks, nails, horse 
shoes, wagon tire and plow points, rather than a speaker, of even 

the inferior type. However I feel that it would be ungrateful not 

to say treason, for one to spend a whole lifetime of usefulness in 
any community, and when the Centennial occasion came not to be repre- 
sented; so if you will bear with me I shall try to give you a little 
of his life and work, tho data for any thing to say that happened 

so long ago is indeed scarce, and what I shall say will largely be in 
a reminiscent vein. 

On Dec. 8th 1821--one hundred seven years ago--and 7 years before 
this Church was organized, there was born on Cannons Creek in far 
away S.C. a first-born son to James & Jane Thompson Sloan, who was 
christened as Archibald Strong, and who was the joy, as all children 
should be, of these Godly parents. The home was an humble Christian 
home, where the young boy had all the Christian training, that child- 
ren then as well as now so much need. From his very infancy he was 
"Loaned to the Lord" tho he was a frail and healthless child. Every 
thing that fond Parents could do, was done for the frail child, and 
he was spared to them, as said, "in answer to prayer." Ere long 
another son came into the home, who was of more robust body and good 
health, who soon overtook the older Brother, in growth and size, 
and the boys went thru school and College days together, tho the 
younger and stronger dropped out of college two years that the sub- 
ject of this talk might pursue his course unmolested, 
for two boys in College those days were as it is today, quite a 
financial problem and the Father was a man of moderate means. This 
older brother, tho handicapped with a frail body and poor health had 
the Scotch-Irish tenacity which he inherited, so in 1844 graduated 
from Erskine College, the second class turned out by that oldest 
denominational Instituion in the South for men. On the same year of 
graduation he was received in the 2d Presbytery, as a Student of 
Theology, and entered Erskine Seminary, where he finished in 1846, 
being licensed to preach on Sept. 17. In those days preachers were 
scarce and Congregations widely scattered, so the young Minister 
turned his course westward, on a two-fold idea, of preaching the 
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Everlasting Gospel, and finding health at the same time, landing in 
this County late the same year, or early in ‘47. 

On his arrival he went to the home of James & Marjorie Stewart 
to board, where he found an only daughter, beautiful in countenance, 
and gracious in manner, who soon had the young preacher worshiping 
at her shrine, and before many moons he was calling her "wife," 
which "pet" name he called her until the day of his death. [In all 
my recollections, I do not remember having heard him call her by 
any other name. 

To this union were born 7 children, 4 girls & 3 Sons, the oldest 
being the Sainted Mother of Your speaker, and who by her wise counsel, 
sunny disposition and Godly walk and example is responsible more than 
any other one for any thing good that may be in me. Her memory is 
as "Ointment poured forth." One daughter died in infancy of the 
dread disease-diphtheria, and the other six children lived to see 
both the Father & Mother laid to rest in the Cemetery hard by, but 
all but two have "gone on" an only daughter who is in this audience 
and a Son who is and has been Pastor of lst Presbyterian Church in 
Greenville, S.C. for the past 26 years, are left. 

Soon after the coming of my Grandfather to this county, he was 
called to the Pastorate of this Church, the venerable Dr. Bryson 
demitting on account of age and declining health, thus ending the 
first Pastorate and the beginning of the second, which lasted until 
1873, or for 26 years, the longest of any of these happy Pastorates 
of this Century old church. 

With the "New Preacher" in the Field, and the Congregation being 
so scattered, soon talk of a 3d A.R.P. Church in the County sprang in 
to reality, and New Hope, was built about. 1850 and added to Grandpa's 
charge, and of which Church I think he was the only Pastor, for in 
later years she & Bethel were consolidated in to what is now Elk 
Valley. 

This added preaching point and the scattered flock naturally was 
a laborious field, but the Preacher thrived on the work, and in later 
years became a strong and vigorous man, full of energy and determi- — 
nation to make things "Go", which work prospered wonderfully under 
his ministrations. Those were days of small things, and Pastors 
Salaries were included, in the small, so to make ends meet he Farmed 
as a second occupation, which he did in daytime and studied his Ser- 
mons at night, which I vividly remember seeing him do when I was 
a small lad. 

On the resignation of Rev. T.W. Parkinson of Bethel in '57 
whereupon another charge came upon the then much worked preacher, 
which he accepted in the same spirit of determination as the others, 
which put an appointment beyond the turbulent Elk, which had to be 
crossed twice every trip, to say nothing of pastoral visitations on 
the same side. Those were days of no bridges, except the recently 
discarded stone bridge at Fayetteville, so the river had to be forded 
or ferried. Many times he would ride to the river when it was past 
fording or ferried. Many times he would ride to the river when it 
Was past fording, hitch his animal, canoe the river and walk to the 
appointment, some three or more miles away. In all his Ministerial 
career he never received more than $400 per annum for preaching, mar- 
rying those of his flock, burying their dead and the multitudinous 
duties of a country pastor, and with all kept the same buoyant courage 
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and was never known to complain of his lot, hard and laborious as 
it was, and algo kept on widening his Field. The western section of 
this Congregation began to think it too far to go to Prosperity, so 
under his hand and guidance, Blanche was organized about 1870, making 
the fourth church to be ministered to, which he did in the same 
determined way until '74, when the united congregations of Prosperity 
and Blanche called Rev. J.B. Muse, of whom we will hear later, and 
Grandpa's labors the rest of his life, or as long as he was able, 
were confined to New Hope & Bethel. Here he wore himself out, and 
when old age came, and the infirmaties incident thereto, he had to 
give up work, but ere long God said "Well done thou good and faithful 
servant, enter thou into the joys of thy Lord" when he fell asleep 
on April 27th 1893, going down to his grave "Like as a shock of corn 
in his Season" full of years and good works. On the following day 
we with a vast concourse of people laid him to rest in Gods acre, 
just in the rear of the Church he loved so well, and for which he had 
given unstintedly of himself, in the years that were gone. 

I am told by one of our old men who knew him long and well, that 
he was the most popular preacher in this whole country-side in his 


palmy days. His sermons were logical, gems of rhetoric, well written-- 
he always wrote his sermons in full--and delivered with the fire of 

a Paul and the loveliness of an apostle John. Some of his sermons 
were much sought after, he having to repeat them by request times over, 
and all over this country I doubt not but his famous "White Horse" 
sermon was preached more times and in more different places than any 
sermon ever delivered in this County. Well do I remember the last 
time he preached it--at Blanche--among his last public appearances, 

and he told me on the way home he never expected to preach it again, 
and he spoke more wisely than I knew, and before long he was disabled, 
but are you not charitable enough to allow me to believe that if such 
thing be in Heaven, he has again taken the text "Let us be glad and 
rejoice, for the marriage of the Lamb has come and the wife hath 

made herself ready" and charmed the Heavenly audience with his match- 
less eloquence and fire of oratory. 

Think you not that this faithful Servant of God with many others 
of our friends and loved ones is not now looking from the battlements 
of Heaven, into this very service, and saying to us who are still 
in the harness- 

"To you from faliing hands we throw the torch, 
Be yours to hoid it high; 
If you break faith with us who died, 
We shall not rest, 
Tho flowers grow 
Within Prosperity's City of the Dead." 


I'm sure my time is almost up, but I cannot resist from saying 
a word at least about this dear old Church, with its hallowed asso- 
ciations and pleasant memories, for it was here I joined and remained 
a member until I moved to Fayetteville. Well do I remember as a child, 
but as to the date I cannot find, coming up to church one bright 
Sabbath morning, which was to be Communion day that we met just yonder 
one of the best and most lovely old women that it has been my privi- 
ledge to know--old Aunt Diliie Parkinson, who said, "Albert I want 
you to join the Church today, and the session is now meeting, so 
she and my Mother took me around to the back of the Church where my 
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Sainted Grandfather was moderating the meeting, and it was then that 
I made the greatest step in my life, and joined the church, and boys, 
if you here and have never made that step, do it before this meeting 
closes, for it is the "Decision of decisions" in any boys life, and 
the sooner you make it, the happier you will be over it when the 
frost of maturer years is on your hair, and decisions are harder to 
make and easier broken. 

This is the 3d building that has stood on this sacred spot, and 
in which a Godly people have worshipped for these 100 years. 

First an old log - structure was erected at the organization, and 
which is still near by, tho used as a residence, which served for some 
15 years, having only a dirt floor, but was supplanted by a real framed 
and whipsawed lumber structure 52x52, with benches all different 
shapes, models and sizes, and a Pulpit that must have put the preacher 
at least 8 or 10 feet from the floor, and just in front of him, was 
the Clerks seat about half the elevation, and in which the leader 
of song sat or stood and lined out the verses, the congregation catch- 
ing their breath while he read another line, then all sang together. 
This house stood some 40 years and was burned by some low minded in- 
cendiary, after he had removed the Bible & Psalm Book to a safe 
distance on the fence yonder, and until this good day, there has 
never been understood, the motive any one could have for perpetrating 
such a dastardly deed. 

The plucky Congregation at once began to plan and work for the 
erection of the present commodius structure, which was finished about 
1881, the Building Com. consisting of Messrs. Jno. Good, Robert Moore, 
Hugh Parkinson and my Father, and Jno. L. Waggoner & Bro of Fayette- 
ville Mechanics. After the building was Completed, Mr. Jno. Martin, 
now of Bryson made the pews, on which some of you sit at this time, 
and I believe is the only man living who had very much to do with 
the erection, the rest sleeping the last long sleep in that City of 
the dead. 

Oh! the changes that have come in all these years--change every way. 
Names of prominent persons in their day have vanished from the roll 
of members. 

A few of the following who have from time to time played promi- 
nent parts in church and state remain, but think of Caruthers, Penny, 
McColough, Hays, Strong, Good, Moore, McMillen, McFerran, McCalla, 
Sloan, Parkinson, Sheffield, Dandridge, and DeHaven, Crawford, Clark, 
and hosts of others--GONE--and some not even a descendant left to 
"Carry on” "Our Fathers, where are they, and the Prophets, do they 
live forever?" verily not, and the places that know this audience 
will soon know us no more forever. 

Prosperity; we have been here in gladness and in sorrow, in 
Sickness and in health, in life and in death but "Thou remainest." 

In those earlier days the "Meeting House" was about the only 
place in the whole community, in which to have gatherings of a social 
nature, and Prosperity came in for her part of these--Ice cream suppers-- 
my, the tons of that sweetness that has been devoured here, spelling 
bees, Catechism matches, Singing schools, and what not, have held 
Sway. All the voice some of our "Song birds" ever got was here with 
time kept by the baton in the hands of Rev. J.A. Myers, and quantity 
and not quality of noise was the conception of some of the singers. 

How did the people used to come to these gatherings? just any 
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way to get here. Some rode on horseback, with another rider on the 
"rumble" seat, some in farm wagons, road carts, spring wagons and 
buggies-~no buggy, for Mr. Robin Moore was the only man in the whole 
country who had one, and when that vehicle and Old Beck got there 

it was time to begin services, if you could get the lookers in the 
house to begin. 

Horseblocks! yes they were here in a row, and there was a mad 
rush when services were over to get on your animal, for there were 
other riders there too that were in a hurry to get home. And say, do 
some Of you older ones remember the long riding skirts that were 
used in those days--with yards of black or brown cloth in them, even 
touched the ground after the fair rider had mounted. What would some 
of these exposed calves that we see now-a-days think wearing such 
habiliments of dress. And why did they call them Horse blocks? 
there wer quite as many mares and yes, mules to mount as horses, 
so why give the name to only one class. Donkeys, yes, I've seen 
them here at :-preaching too, and being used as a means of transpor- 
tation. 

But the preaching, as fine quality as has ever been heard any- 
where, has been heard within these walls, and with as much effect. 
All honor to those Godly ministers who have preached the "unsearch- 
able riches of the Gospel of God" here, and tho their earthly lights 
have long since gone out, the effect of their preaching is felt here 
until today, and will be in the lives of us who follow until time 
shall be no more. Prosperity, we honor you on this your hundredth 
anniversary, and may those who follow us meet here with as much 
fervor to celebrate your second centenary as we have today. You 
stand for all that is good, noble and true to many of us, you have 
been a shelter to us in times of need, you have protected us from 
the storms of the world-in your sacred shrine our children have been 
baptised, our lovers have been united in the holy bonds of Matrimony, 
we have partaken of "The broken Body and shed Blood" and have brought 
our dead for the last sad rites before consigning them to their last 
resting place, and what the immortal Carmack has said of his own 
Southland, we can say in all sincerity to you- 

"Prosperity is a Church that has known sorrow-A Church that 
has broken the ashen crust and moistens with her tears- 

A Church that has been scarred and riven by the the 
plowshares of war, 

A Church that has been billowed by the graves of her dead, but, 
A church of legion and of song, a Church of hallowed and 
heroic memories, 

To that Church every drop of my blood, every fiber of my 
being, every pulsation of my heart is consecrated forever. 
I was born of her womb, was nurtured at her breast, and 
when my last hour is come I pray God that I may be pillowed 
upon her bosom, and rocked to sleep within her tender and 
encircling arms." 


What has Prosperity meant to this community and the world? Much 
every way. This has been a peacable and God fearing neighborhood, 
thru the influence of this old Church and her sister churches of all 
the different Denominations. She has exerted a wholesome influence 
on community and State and her members have stood, in the main, for 
all a consecrated people should stand. I am told by an old merchant 
of our town that when he was in business all he had to know was that 
a man was a member of Prosperity, and he could get anything he wanted 
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on credit from him. That is an enviable record, and I hope we shall 
always keep it so. Pros. has given six men To the Gospel Ministry- 
Rev. J.M. Brown, Rev. T.W. Parkinson, Dr. G.G. Parkinson, Dr. J.W. 
Good, Dr. T.H. McDill, and Rev. Jesse McFerran, and may you not claim 
two Foreign Missionaries, Dr. Ranson, a former Pastor, and Rev. W.B. 
Hood, a Missionary to Africa, for he was raised largely in this Cong. 
Then look at College Professors, Doctors, Lawyers, Teachers, Mer- 
chants, Mechanics, Nurses, and social workers of many kinds, anda 
host of others whose labors never reached beyond the bounds of the 
community or County, but whose crowns will hold as many stars in 
Eternity, as those whose voice or pen have encircled this old world. 
Holy Writ says "The common people heard Him gladly" and it was no 
truer of those who lived and heard the man of Gallilee in the long 
ago, than it has been on this sacred hill-top.

Agreeably to adjournment the Session of the Refd Presbyterian 
Congregation of Fayetteville met and constituted by prayer. Pre-

FAMILY HISTORY OF THE GALLOWAYS AND KINDRED 
by Rev. J.C. Galloway, D.D. 


Great grandfather William Galloway and his wife are supposed to 
have lived and died in Ireland, as nothing is known of them. 

Grandfather Alexander Galloway left Ireland (date unknown) to 
escape conscription in the army. Landed at Charleston, S.C. and 
came to Lancaster. Was a weaver by trade. 

Grandmother Mary Galloway was a daughter of William Millen of 
Landsford, Chester Co., S.C. She was a remarkable woman, of great 
energy, decision and piety. (See Life and Letters of Mrs. Giffen.) 

Grandfather came to America with three brothers, William, James, 
Peter and a sister, name unknown. All trace of James is lost, and 
it is only known that the sister married a Craig of Lancaster Co. 
S.C. Peter went to Auburn, Mo., and had a large family. 

Grandfather first settled in Lancaster Co., S.C., and his first 
wife was a Miss Winnon, who died childless and is buried at Shiloh 
A.R. church. (Associate Reformed Presbyterian Church. jww) 

Grandfather died July 8th, 1832, and his last words were, "Oh,

death where is thy sting," &c. He and grandmother are buried at 
Bullock's Creek church, York Co., S.C. He was a soldier in the 
American army and was in the battle of Kings Mountain. He was 86 
and grandmother 70 at their death. 
Grandfather had 11 children, Nancy, William, John, Alexander, 
Samuel, James, Robert, Millen, Margaret, Hugh, Peter and Jonathan. 
(1) Nancy married William Galloway*(a son of either grand uncle 
James or William Galloway) and moved to Lincoln Co., Tenn. Five 
children were born to them, Alexander M., William J., Mary N., 
Samuel B. and Eliza Jemima. 

(a) Alexander was born 1813 and married to Nancy Wylie - 1838 
and moved to Mississippi. (LCT Prosperity Cemetery - Nancy, consort 
of A.M. Galloway born July 15, 1821; married March 13, 1838; died 
April 27, 1852. jww) And in 1852 married Martha Spence.

She has one great, 
great grand child living. The names of all these she remembers, and 

now that she is blind, she spends her time rejoicing with those of 

her descendants who rejoice, and weeping with those who weep. She is

SHILOH METHODIST CHURCH 
Contributed by Katharine S. Jones, Fayetteville, TN 


Shiloh Methodist Church, Taft, Tenn., now known as Taft Methodist 
Church. 


Soon after the close of the Civil War a campground was established 
about 1866 15 miles N.E. of the present location of Taft, Tenn. Tt 
was a typical campground with several log cabins erected for camp- 
ing purposes for summer and fall revival centers in Middle Tenn. 

In place of the campground, a Methodist Church was organized on the 
campground site and it was named "Shiloah". The building was not 
completed until 1880, primarily on account of the hard economic con- 
ditions that existed during the reconstruction period. 


The original name of the village of Taft was Rowell. The chief enter- 
prise in the community in addition to farming was a post office with 

a star route, a shop and a store. In 1889 a railroad which was called 
"Middle Tenn. and Ala." ran through Rowell connecting Capshaw, Ala. 

in Madison county, Ala. and Fayetteville, Tenn., a distance of about 
AO miles. 


Mr. David McCann Taft, who was a preminent citizen and landowner 
gave the land in Rowell upon which the railroad depot was erected. 
In appreciation for this gift the officials of the new railroad had 
the name changed of the post office to Taft. 


With the growth of Taft as a business center, the officials and mem- 
bers of Shiloah Methodist Church decided to move to a growing village. 
Therefore, in 1910 the building was moved to a building lot donated 
by Oliver Taft, son of David McCann Taft. It was a slow process 

for the building was moved on skids with horsepower. The newly 
Located church gradually became Taft Methodist Church.

Centerpoint, Ark., March 9th 1861, 
Very dear brother & Sister and connexion all 


We received your letter of the 8th of February last, this even- 
ing and truly glad to hear from you and I was rejoiced to hear that 
you was able to assist your own children and it is your duty: or 
any parents duty to assist their own children, in prefference to 
any other person. And especialy at such a time as this. My dear 
brother dont give yourself any uneasyness about our necesity. for 
the fact that one of my old friends from Tennessee sent me twenty 
Dollars on hearing of the hardness of times with us. I also re- 
ceived a letter from one of the Deacons of the Church we left in- 
forming me that if I would receive: the brethren would send a con- 
tribution for our benefit.

He is elected county 
Surveyor of Hardeman Cty Tenn. Consequently he will not move out 
here this year. Son Rufus writes from St. Francis Ark. says he 
raised 47% bushels of corn to the acre and 1400 1b of seed cotten 
per acre. He seems to be well pleased.

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HOWELL ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 


(Contributed by Margaret Harris Shutt, 306 Fourth Ave., Fayette- 
ville 37334) 


"This is from a small annual that was published by the Howell 
Elementary School in 1951." mhs 


It was on the 27th day of August, 1879 that Mr. H.C. Harris 
"in order to aid in the promotion and success of a school for 
educational purposes and for no other" did convey one acre of 
ground more or Se to J.J. Short and others, trustees of "Cane 
Creek Academy. But it was two years later, in 1881 that a one 
room building was completed of brick made on the place; and the 
first school opened. Mrs. Jones and her daughter, Mattie, were 
the first teachers. This was a free public school for only three 
months of the year being on a subscription basis for the remaining 
months. It would be interesting to know how many attended that 
first school, but no records have been preserved and few memories 
remain. 


We learn that two years later Miss Emily Steel was principal, 
assisted by Miss Ada Longacre. The following year Miss Puckett 
was the only teacher, but Miss Mary Wallace joined the staff as 
music teacher. Then came Mr. John Ray, and in 1885 R.K. Morgan. 
After one year Mr. Morgan returned to school to complete his ed- 
ucation, leaving Cane Creek Academy in the hands of Mr. Waterfield 
and Mr. Will Watts. That year the building burned and school was 
held in the Cumberland Presbyterian Church. It was there that 
Miss Lucy Landess and Miss Sallie George taught. 


R.K. Morgan returned the next year and opened Morgan School. 
During this period the following teachers were employed: A.J. 
Morgan, Miss Maggie Cox, Miss Rossie McCown, Allen Hughey, Mrs. 
Mollie Norton, T.B. Clark, Miss Mary Thomas and Miss Callie Stephen- 
son. When Mr. Morgan moved his establishment from the community 
in 1898 the school reverted to a three teacher school. On this 
basis it fluctuated from two to four teachers for many years. 


The present school building was built in 1914 after tearing 


down the old one. The building committee consisted of the following: 
H.C. Harris, J.L. Moore, Stout McCormack, J.J. Hardin, E.R. Boone, 
Albert Taylor, and John Daves. The new building was indicative 


of the expansion of the school. Herbert Hutchinson was principal 
and Miss Annie Boone Graham, Ethel Taylor, Ada Brogan and Mamie 
Moore aS assistant teachers. Nell Dwiggins was music teacher. 
This lasted for two years before it again went down to a three 
teacher school
